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SOMETHING NEW THAT WAS ADDED 
The Tulsa and Little Rock chftmbi 
commerce may be wrong on their lacta. After 
all. they and their fellow citizens In Okla- 
hotna and Arkansas have been under a big 
strain, as thousand of acres of gooi farm- 
land and the homes of thousands of peopli 
were Hooded by the rampaging Arkansas 
river. But they. have. made charges which de- 
serve to be Investigated thoroughly and Im- 
partially. 

TheSe business men allege that the greatest 
flood In a century, In their area, was inten- 
sified by Improper* use ol a dam that was 
built with public moneys for the express pur- 
pose of controlling floods. They believe that 
conditions would have been better if there, 
ha'a been no control dam at all. The Btori",' 
brleflyj la this: . 

The Pensacola dam on Qrand river, 
tributary of the Arkansas, was built to main- 
tain a 735-foot reservoir of water for mak- 
ing electricity, with 20 feet of depth left free 
to restrain excess waters that otherwise 
would contribute to floods. But because cer- 
' tain railroad facilities and highways have 
—not been-removed, only 7B0 feet-of-WQter can 
be retained In the reservoir. This automatic- 
ally destroys one-fourth of the dam's poten- 
tial effectiveness against floods. 

Now comes the rub:' The chambers of com- 
merce. oUego that'. In-order to make mora 
electricity, the power pool was raised an ad' 
dltlonal 10 feet, which destroyed another half 
of the dam's anti-flood capacity. 

Then came a flood — a bad one. /if there 
had been 20 feet of storage, for. which the 
• people had paid, or If there had been even 10 
feet of storage, the Pensacola dam would 
have held all of the excess water. 

But because power had been made the pri- 
mary objective of the development, and not 
merely an Incident, four feet of water had 
to be dumped Into the stream that swept 
down the Arkansas Valley, Isolated. Fort 
Smith without water supply, also cut off the 
water aupply of Camp Robinson, large army 
post, broke Big Inch— the critically impor- 
tant petroleum pipeline to the easl^and 
caused huge damage that not only Is tragic 
to the Individuals concerned but that will re- 
duce the production of much needed crops 
this season. 

The two chambers ol commerce may be 
wrong, though the facts would seem to speak 
for themselves. Many will credit their charges 
beca^MJe the federal government consistently 
' has used subterfuges to create public power 
projects under pretense that they were doing 
other and constitutional thlngs^ontrolllng 
floods, for example, and navigation. 

If you have ever seen the flat volleys of 
Inland rivers In time ol major flood, you will 
not need to be told why the people of Arkan- 
sas and Oklahoma are mighty sore about 
what they believe has been done to them 
the federal government. 



WHAT IS EFFICIENCY? . 

The old question as to what constitutes 
elllclency In ahlpbuUdIng Is revived by fig- 
ures presented by the Baltimore Sun, which 
reports that the Bethlehem-Falrfleld yard 
there l3 using less n\an-hours than either of. 
Ita principal competitors lor the efficiency 
title, the North Carolina Shipbuilding com- 
pany and Henry Kaiser's Oregon "yard. 

On the other hand North Carolina Is" turn- 
ing out craft at an average cost of $570,000 
and Kaiser for $075,000, Including fees, while 
Bethlehem's cost Is estimated presently at 
$6QO,000 exclusive of fees. 

In any event, the nation's shipbuilders are 
building five vessela a day. In addition -to 
naval craft, which tops the rest of the world's 
combined production. 



PAYMENT ON ACCOUNT 
General Glraud has paid 515,000.000 on ac- 
count for essential civilian lend-lease supplies 
sent by us to north Africa which, up to that 
time, amounted to around $25,000,000. 

This is a noble gesture on the part of 
the French leader. It should not create any 
false impression that he Is In position to con- 
tinue paying for all the liberated French 
colonies must have. It Is to our advontaga. 
as much as to General airaud's, that the 
colonials should be kept strong and healthy 
and friendly to the allies. Some day. In the 
distant future. It will be time to determine 
how much, if any. we can reclaim against our 
lend-lease, exports.
